A STEADY GROWTH 


Largest Enrollment on Record in Irv- 


diana is Composed of 7,617 Girls 


in 72 Counties 


ALL BETWEEN AGES 10 AND 18 


Sewing is Most Popular 
Project, 


While Others are Interested in 


Baking, Health and Cooking 


Lafayette, 1m!., Sept. 3—A total of 


7,617 (Indiana girls.-the largest num- 
ber ever enrolled, are enjoying 
the 


work and -play program of the boys' 
and girls' 4-H clubs this year. 
This 


figure was compiled by the club divis- 
ion of the Agricultural Extension De- 
partment of Purdue University, under 
f-.-hosc auspices the work is carried 
on. following reports on ail the girls' 
clubs over the state. Figures are not 
available yet for the boys' clubs but 
will not show much difference from 
that of the girls. 


In 1922, the enrollment for 
tin- 


girls' clubs was 2500 and last year 
it umped to 4<IO, extending into 5<i 
counties. This year the girls 
have 


some sort of club work in 72 counties. 
Girls must be between 10 ami 
18 


years of age to be eligible i'or club 
work. 


•Sewing is the most popular-project 


among the club girls as 'MOD are en- 
rolled in this line of work. Canning 
is second in popularity 
and 1100 


girls are canning at least 30 rpiarts 
of fruits and vegetables this summer, 
and many of them' can hundreds of 
quarts of all kinds of products. The 
JUKI other girl:- are in the 
baking, 


health or homekeeping clubs. 


Small groups of these girls 
have 


an organization under the. supervis- 
ion of a local leader. The majority 
of them are in rural or small 
town 


communities. Some counties are pay- 
ing county club leaders to assist the 
county agent in this part 
of 
his 


work. 


The girls conduct their bi-monthly 


meeting in a parliamentary fashion. 
They have short programs sometimes 
of a literary nature hut always in- 
cluding some of their club songs and 
yells. The remainder of the time 
is 


spent in discussing the projects they 
are doing at home such as canning, 
baking or sewing. 


The required work in all Hues 
is 


graded to suit the different ages and 
fit in with the girls' home and school 
training. The girls do this work most- 
ly during the summer vacations but 
often count their school work in the 
records they keep for their clubs. It is 
all based upon the competitive idea.

Breeds, feeds and diseases arc the 


Ihrec essential things lhal 
demand 


at lent ion in the raising of livestock, 
according t» Dr. G. X. Wiekwire, gov- 
ernnicnt veterinarian, who has just 
completed, ill co-operation with, the 
comity agent, putting over the largest 
swine siinilation campaign ever con- 
ilin-leil in huliana. Dr. Wickwire said 
at one of the meetings he addressed 
in the comity during the campaign: 


\Vhcn this big earth of ours came 


into place, according to the nebular 
hypothesis if was a molten mass 
of 


rock. After a few ages it began 
to 


cix;l: a crust formed and gradually 
hardened. Ii was devoid of all animal 
or vegetable matter. First the mosses 
and ferns, the grasses and the trees 
L-nnic into being; It finally became the 
iibode of man and beast. Certainly 
it wsis much freer of parasites than 
at present. Every year and every suc- 
ceeding year we find more i rouble 
arising with more parasites to con- 
tend with. 


There are two true producers in the 


world, the tiller of the soil and the 
miner of minerals. The animal or live- 
stock industry is a very important 
branch of ilie agricultural industry. 
(Suppose the husbandman should pre- 
pare his soil well, plant his grain with 
care, it has plenty of sunshine and 
rain, but he neglects to care for it 
as it grows, docs not till the soil pro- 
perly—this can result iii nothing but 
a poor crop.
